City the season advances 
we notice on every side an increased bustle and 


last week, amounting to anything we have ever 
seen in Chicago. The season improvements in 
the line of first clase business improvements 
either in the way of raising ‘buildings to grade, 
or replacing old structures with new, will, from 
present appearances, take rank in amount and 
value with any of several preceding seasons for 
years pass, The sdason has opened earlier by 
two weeks than for the past two or three years 
and already the low rates of labor and material 
are being successful indacements to capitalists 
and moneyed men here and owning real estate 
here to improve the same in a permanent and 
substantial manner. Every day we hear and 
are called on to chronicle some new enterprise 
projected or already under contract, and many 
of these in the very heart of our city. 

Take the block, probably the most valuable in 
the city, bounded by Randolph, Clark, Lake 
and Dearborn streets; let us review the improve- 
Ments which wit be the results of the present 
season, 

Commencing at the Matteson House, on the 
corner of Randolph and Dearborn streets, that 
structure is being raised to grade tive feet or 
more, to the great enhancement of the value of 
its stores on both streets. 

Next adjoining, the eld Donnelly & Ring stable 
has been finely rebuilt, and is now near comple- 
tion, giving two handsome stores with offices 
above. 

Farther on, the four story brick block of stores 
and offices commencing on Randolph street and 
running round to the alley on Clark street- 


| owned by Dr. Evans, has been raised, and is 


now being finished off beneath for airy base- 
ments. 

Persons doing business with the Pruss avp 
Tarsune offices in these days have no need of 
‘the information that a most chaotic state of 
aifairs prevaila in the approaches thereto. 
Clark street, between Lake and Randolph streets 
is, in fact, “closed for the season.” 

On the north side of the alley on the east side

block is to be raised to grade about six feet 
high. Next adjoining, the four story brick 
building of Dr. Brainard is to follow it to an 
equal altitude. The bank building of Geo. 
Smith & Co., next north, is to be entirely de- 
molished, and replaced by a first-class business 
structure. 

The marble front building next north, the old 
Merchants’ and Mechanics’ Bank, is also to be 
raised, or the projeet is under contemplation. 
Next come the old “Saloon Buildings” of our 
fellow citizen, J. Y. Scammon, now in Europe, 
eighty feet front on both Clark and Lake streets, 
This is to be entirely rebuilt, as we learn, this 
season, the tenants having received notice to 
quit. This willbe one of the finest improve. 
ments in the city, as oceupied by, and we learn 
and could not doubt, with buildings entirely 
worthy of the valuable site; 

Next east of these come the first-class stores 
to be erected, the first adjoining the Saloon 
Buildings, by Samuel Hoard, Eaq.; the next by 
Tuthill King, Esq., both of the best class 
pressed brick, with iron store fronts. We thus 
have reached the improvements midway the 
block on Lake street completed last season. 
Passing on, adjoining these rebuilt stores on 
the cast, we earth that it is in contemplation 
with a degree of promised certainty, that thenee 
onward on Laké street to the corner of Dear- 
born, and thence south to the Jowrnal office 
block, the old wooden rat-traps, some twelve or 
fourteen in number, are to be entirely swept 
away,to give place to a first-class five story 
business block, for stores and offices, having a 
front on both streets of two hundred and fifty 
feet. As to this latter improvement, we do net 
learn that the plans have assumed sufficient 
definiteness for more specific details. 

On the north-west corner of Lake and Dear- 
born streets, the old Couch buildings, fifty feet 
on Lake by sixty on Dearborn, are to be rebuilt 
into first-class stores early this spring, carrying 
the improvement on that side of Lake street, 
through continuously from Clark to Dearborn 
street. 

We have thus passed around a single block in 
the heart of our business centre, and noted the 
improvements the close of another season wil] 
undoubtedly see finished, in magnitude and ex- 
tent altogether remarkable even here for opera- 
tions presenting a front so nearly continuous. 
At the foet of South Dearborn street, the cor- 
ner of Dearbdrn and South Water, being rebuilt 
as already noticed, the new structure, as was the 
old, is to be oceapied by Messrs. C. G. Wicker 
& Co., wholesale grocers, It is to be a four 
story block, fronting sixty on Dearborn by forty 
on South Water, with pressed brick fronts and 
stone trimmings. 

On the north-west corner of Monroe and State 
streets, C. P. Albee, Esq., has just let the con- 
tracts for a four story brick building, twenty- 
four feet on the latter by one hundred and forty 
on the former street, to be of the best class, in 
style and material, and among the pioncers of 
its class on that street, soon tobe made central 
by the Custom House and Post Office. 

Ow State street we notice, at the Randolph 
street corners, on the east side, both business 
blocks on the opposite corners have been raised 
to grade and are being finished beneath into 
basements. These we have before referred to. 
The Milwaukée brick front block of George 
Smith, between Randolph and Lake streets, and 
extending north from one of the blocks last re- 
ferred to, to the alley, one hundred feet front, 
is also in the charge of Messrs. Brown & Hol- 
lingsworth, the enterprising contractors, and 
“ upward bound” a distance of six feet.

GREAT RAILROAD CONVENTION. 
THE COMBINATION BL BLOWN 10 PIB°ES. 


| Mond Mis own Mook. 


Burrato, Saturday, March 19. 

The great Railroad Convention which met in 
this city on Wednesday, adjourned last evening 
sine die. The session was a stormy one from the 
first hour to the last, and finally blew up, seat- 
tering "the St. Nicholas contract to the four 
winds. Every road will hereaftér be on its own 
hook, controlled by its own interests, as it un- 
derstands them. Three things have been ac- 
complished, viz.: There will hereafter be lower 
rates of fare from the sea board to the interior ; 
2d. Lower tariff for freight ; 8d. Faster running. 
Competition will take the place of combination 
and monopoly. 

Tho ostensible cance of the split, was the 
culty in fixing the starting out time from New 
York. The Baltimore and Ohio and Pensyiva- 
nia Central contending for 8 A. M., the New York 
and Erie preferring and urging the same hour, 
and the Hudson River and New York Central 
insisting upon 6 A.M. The Hudson River Road 
utterly refused to start as late as 8 A. M., and 
would not consent to run an extra train. The 
Camden & Amboy Road, on the other hand, 
would not start a train from New York earlier 
than 8 A. M. 

Two days of sharp and debate 
followed. Former acts of bad faith were al- 
ledged and denied, and counter charges were 
hurled back. Neither interest would concede 
the point, and finally the convention broke 
down, aud the great combination was at an end. 

Mr. Garrett, President of the Baltimore & Obio 
Railroad, gave notice that the Southern lines 
would meet at Columbus on the 234, to fix atime 
table for those roads and their connections. 

Thereupon Mr. Hammond read a notice eall- 
ing a meeting of the representatives of the seve- 
ral Northern and Western lines at the Clarev- 
don at 3 P. M., to arrange a time table for those 
roads. This convention met at the appointed 
hour, and made up atable which we publish 
elsewhere. They fix 6 A. M. as the starting out 
tinie from New York, reaching Buffalo at 10 P. 
M., and have fixed the through time from New 
York to Chicago at 87 hours for the first train, 
and 33 hours for the second, 

With these preliminary explanations, your 
readers will be better able to understand a re- 
port of the doings of the Convention.
